STATE TO BUILD 
FOR SETTLERS. 


Will Sell Land with Houses 
Already Erected. 


Buyers Can be Producers in a 
Short Time. 


—ů ͤũ%G 


Location for Experiment to be 
Chosen Soon. 


California is about to enter upon 
the experiment of selling to settlers. 
through State agency, lands on 
which houses have been bullt and 
which are in such condition that the 
purchaser can begin at once to be- 
come a producer. 

This project is to be carried on 
under the direction of the Land 
Settlers’ Board, composed of Dr. El- 
wood Meade of the University of 
California, former Senator Frank F 
Flint of thie city, Mortimer Fieis- 
hacher, president of the Angio-Cali- 
fornia Trust Company of San Fran- 
cisco; Judge Langdon of Modesto, 
and former State Senator Prescott 
F. Cogswell of El Monte. 

Mr. Cogswell returned yesterday 
from a conference at San Francisco 
in regard to the eelection of the first 
tract of land that is to be handied 
by the State in connection with the 
project. He states that it is expected 
a decision as to the location will be 
made during the coming week. 

1 TERMS OF THE BILLA. 

The State appropriation for this 
experiment is $260,000. The bill 
provides that the State shall pur- 
chase a tract of not more than 19. 
000 acres, suitably supplied with wa- 
ter; that this shall be eubdivided 
into mall tracts, that houses and 
farm buildings shall be erected 
thereon, and these properties be 
sold to persons who will actually 
farm the lands, at small payments 
and long time. 

The funde provided by the State 
are to be used as a revolving ‘und, 
and when sufficient is paid in to pur- 
chase and improve other tracts of 
land, these funds are to be so used 
for a continual process of getting 
actual settlers upon California lands. 

Thirty-five tracts of land were of- 
feded to the commission for the 
initia! experiment, and these have 
been down to three locations, 
ranging from 6000 to 6000 acres 
each. 

THE THREE WOCATIONS. 

One of these is in Fresno county, 
known as the James ranch; another 
is in StanisIaus county, and the 
third is in Butte county, owned by 
the trustees of Stanford University.

TELLS OF WAR 
SPIRIT IN EAST. 


Immigration Agent is Back 
from Washington. 
Distress of Fuel Scarcity is 
Widely Felt. 


Labor Matters Here will be 
Given Attention. 


Capt. Charles T. Connell, immigra- 
tlon agent in charge, who for the 
last month has been in Washington, 
where he was summoned by Secre- 
tary ef Labor Wileen te consult on 
the labor situation on the Pacific 
Coast, returned te Los Angeles ves 
terday. 

“The people east of the Missiasipp! 
are surcharged with the war spirit,” 
said Capt. Connell, “and it is fast 
sweeping to the Pacific Coast. What 
this section of the country has done 
and is doing is known there, and is 
appreciated. 

“The distress growing out of the 
orders issued by the government to 
conserve the supply of fuel and food 
has not yet reached California, but 
u is in evidence throughout the East. 
For a quarter of a century there have 
not been similar conditions in that 
part of the country. There was deep 
snow in Chicago when I passed 
through there three days ago, and 
there was much suffering 

Of the labor situation, Capt. Con- 
nell said that In spite of disquieting 
reports, there are fewer strikes in 
the country, and have been fewer 
Since the declaration of war against 
Germany, than for a number of years 
past. In nearly every instance the 
differen of opinion have serisen 
on — of the high cost of liv- 
ing, Where workmen have found it 
impossible to get on by reason of the 
low purchasing power of the dollar. 

Capt. Connell said it was the pur- 
pose of Secretary Wileon to name «a 
number of commissioners to aasist 
the advisory council in control of va- 
rious industrial activities during the 
war. Former Gov. Lind of Minnesota, 
who was commissioned by President 
Wilson to visit Mexico in 1913, ts 
chairman of the advisory and 
ft is expected that within a short 
time the announcement will be made 
that a number of commissioners have 
been appointed to assist the council! 
in handling the labor situation. 

Capt. Connell will immediately 
take up a num of labor disputes 
in thie city which have been quies- 
cent duri his absence. He ts act- 
ing as lator in these matters by 

Secretary Wilson.

For Efficiency. 
HIGHER PAY TO 
ALL POLICEMEN. 


Councils Salary Committee 
Recommends It. 


Three Hundred a Month for 
Department Chief. 


Target Practice Urged for 
the Patrolmen. 


In the interest of efficiency, the 
City Council's special Salary Con- 
mittee yesterday recommended in- 
creases in the salaries of all patro)- 
men and the holders of many other 
Positions in the police department. 
The committee recommended tha: 
the salary of the Chief be increased 
from §250 to $300 a month. 

The committee's report, which 
was referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee, is as follows: 

“Believing that the city of Los 
Angeles should have the most effi- 
clent police force that can be pro- 
vided and that the men who guard 
the lives and property of our citi- 
zens should have more ” 
compensation, your special commit- 
tee on salary revision hereby recom- 
mends an increase in the salaries to 
be paid patrolmen. 

To those patrolmen in their first 
year of service, We are $39 
per month, we recommend an in- 
crease to $100 per month; for the 
second year of service, we recom- 
mend an increase from $97 to $105, 
and for the third and subsequent 
years we recommend an increase 
from $1065 to $115. 

FOR TARGET PRACTICE. 

“And we farther recommend that 
the city of Los Angeles furnish am- 
munition to patrolmen instead of, 
as at present, requiring them to fur- 
nish their own, and that they be 
required to attend target practice 
until the Chief of Police is aatisfied 
that each one is a competent marks- 
man. 


“We believe that the advance in 
salaries and ‘the cost to the city of 
the ammunition will be saved many 
times over in the greater protection 
to Ie and property that well- 
trained, sharp-shooting policemen 
will afford and that the increased 
eMficiency of our police will keep 
many crooks from our city and re- 
acts of crime that others 
might commit. Elven, if necessary, 
to reduce the force to pay adequate 
salaries to those remaining, will in- 
crease the morale and efficiency of 
those remaining so much that any 
deduction in numbers will be more 
than compensated. 

“We also recommend that the po- 
sition of superintendent of traffic be 
created ata salary of $150 per 
month, said officer to have charge of 
all trame matters.
